It shows 
that many very sober-minded Republicans, 
who have more at heart the principles of 
the part? and the good of the country than 
the Aggrandizement ot any one man, are 
anxious that there shall be put iu nomin­ 
ation for the Presidency, a man whose 
record Is so pure and whose statesmanship 
so pronounced, that he woald place the 
party on the aggressive side in the coming 
campaign. The feeling that Mr. Wash- 
borne is that man, is rapidly spreading in 
the West There are hosts of intelligent 
and steadfast .Republicans who take this

SKULLS AHD BRAINS. % 


T h e H e a d aw d I t s C o n te n ts —I n t e l­ 
le c t u a l G r o w th . 
Hr. Thomas Dwight thus writes in the 
International Review for May: The Weight 
of the brain has often beea held to be Hit 
criterion cf the mind, though, apart from 
the want of confirmation obtained by to 
vestigation, there are various theoretical 
difficulties. The brain, whatever fuoctiou 
it may have, is undoubtedly a source cl 
power supplied to the muscles, and we art 
Ignorant to what extent the activity of the 
muscular system or the size of the body 
may influence that ot the brain. 
We 
know that a muscle grows by judicious 
exercise; why, then, should not Ute brain, 
supplying it with the nerve force neces­ 
sary fur its increased duties, enlarge pan 
passu f it may be doubtful whether we can 
prove this is so. It is, I think, certain thai 
we can not prove that it is not so. 
Dr. 
De’Boo, in a work to which I shall re ter 
again, has decided that the height of a 
person has an effect, though a very slight 
one, on the size of the hralo. He fouou 
that the influence of the weight of the 
body is greater, but by no means sufficient 
to account for the variations ot the brain. 
Another disturbing element is age. It ha* 
been estimated that atter a rather uncertain 
date, say 45 years, the brain gradually 
dwindles. Again, may not some wasting 
disease preceding death cause a shrinking 
of the orgao, and may not other patholog 
leal changes increase its density ? 
A ll 
these sources of error must make us skep­ 
tical as to individual results, though at the 
same time, we cannot free ourselves from 
rome share in the general belief that the 
weight of the brain is an index of the 
mind.] 
The weight of the brains of numbers of 
known men, distinguished and otherwise, 
has been cited for and against this theory.

Of his history and 
habits little is known* Though intelligent 
for his rank in life, he apparently gave no 
signs of fitness for a higher one. His most 
intellectual trait, it I remember rightly, 
was his fondness for reading newspaper, 
probably the only literature he coulo 
obtain. “Chill penury” may have ^re­ 
pressed his noble rage,” if he had any. He 
may have been a “mute, inglorious Mil­ 
ton. But who knows whether the sublime 
imaginations of the poet betoken remark­

ever run direct from New York to Bor- 
peaux, Lisbon Gibraltar and Marseilles,tor 
irieghi and passengers.

The Rhein

The Funeral Services of the Lute 
C ity M arshal, A le x . M. B u s s e ll, 
The funeral services of the late City 
Marshal, Alexander M Russell, were held 
yesterday afternoon, sud were more largely 
attended than any like services held here 
in years. His official position, his extended 
acquaintanceship, 
his 
large 
circle of 
friends, his sad and sodden death, cornbin* 
ed to touch the great heart of the public, 
and throughout the 
community there 
was 
a 
tender 
feeling of 
sadnem, 
which led to a desire on the pert 
of 
everyone 
to 
add 
some 
tribute of respect, and join in tne last md 
rites. The services were held at BL Patrick’s 
church, and the remains were taken from 
the 
botel, where death came, to that 
church, under a civic and military escort 
Which formed an imposing procession. 
At the church there was a Jam. Those 
who formed the procession were first given 
entrance, and S9 soon as they had been 
seated the public generally were permitted 
to enter and a rush followed. The crowd 
was so deo9e that women called tor air, 
others felt faint and 
wanted 
water, 
while the elbowing to get oat of the jam, 
kept the crowd about the door in a state ot 
commotion. 
A large portion of those present were 
obliged to remain outside, and the streets 
in all directions were filled with carriages, 
while the people lined the sidewalks.
